“Automatic” Cat Jack 
When working on the rear end of an 
automobile, or under it, it is usually 
necessary to jade up one end of the car to 
provide more space to work. The ilh®- 
tration shows a pair of simple homemade 
jacks for this purpose. They are made of 
2 by 6-in. un planed lumber, and con­ 
structed as shown in the upper figure, 
each consisting of a 2 by 6-in. base, two 
support blocks, and a top board of the 
same material. The top board is pivoted 
on one af the support Mocks by means 
of a piece of Mein. iron pipe, loosely held 
in place by large staples; it must be about 
twice as long as the base and beveled at 
erne end as shown, this end being slightly 
heavier than the other so that the board 
will fall to the position indicated in the 
upper figure. 
The jacks are placed dose to the wheels 
at the front or rear, and the car driven on.

— Complaints 
from Egypt concerning the quality 
of a consignm ent of tea from this 
port have served to draw attention 
to the fact th at the trade in rubber 
leaves, labelled as tea, has become* a 
minor industry in Ceylon. 
Teh consignm ent to Egypt was 
returned here and analyzed. The re­ 
port of the analyst declared It con­ 
sisted of 50 percent of coarse tea 
leaves and 
50 
percent of rubber 
leaves. The appearance of the latter 
had bcfen changed 
by 
pounding 
them , staining them with cochineal 
and then treating them with lime- 
w’ater. 
In one store in 
Colombo 
the 
Criminal 
Investigation 
D epartm ent 
of the governm ent recently found 
4,000 
pounds of prepared 
rubber 
leaves. 
The 
trad e appears 
to 
be 
mainly with Egypt and the persian 
Gulf, although It is likely th a t much 
of the tea shipped to the Gulf even­ 
tually finds its way into Russia. 
In spite of existing regulations 
dealing with the exploitation of tea, 
the authorities are powerless to act, 
and the trade is carried on openly. 
The difficulty* lies in the lack 
of 
any legal definition of Cha. In th© 
trade, tea is understood to be the 
infusion of the leaves of a shrub 
or small tree of the Tame!la fam­ 
ily. The dictionary definition, how­ 
ever, includes beverages made of 
other substances, such as camomile 
tea and sassafras lift. Even if the
